The Elba City Council voted 
on Monday, October 24th to 
move forward with getting back 
into the garbage pickup busi- 
ness. 

The vote was not a direct up 
or down yote on getting back 
into the service, but acceptance 
of the low bid on a garbage 
truck and the purchase of 486 
new Roll Away garbage contain- 
ers. The odd number of contain- 
ers was determined to be the 
amount of an even truck load, 
the most economical way to-buy 
the containers. 

The change over time for this 
action will be determined by the 
actual delivery date of the new 
truck: The successful bidder 


ciated value of less than $5,000. 

With Mayor James Grimes 
out of town at a meeting, Mayor 
Pro Tem Ronnie Hammond 
presided. He recommended. the 
council approve the Friday after 
Thanksgiving, Nov. 25, as an 
official employee holiday, a pol- 
icy which has been followed 
annually for several years.

County health departments in 
Alabama began administering 
influenza vaccine Tuesday, 
Nov. |, to anyone wishing to 
‘reduce the likelihood of becom- 
ing il from flu regardless of 
risk status, 

The shots will be given 


’ through the end of influenza 


season while supplies last. 
“Influenza vaccine is the best 
way to prevent infection from 
the flu virus and the complica- 
tions associated with it,” said 
Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer. “Persons must be 


re-vaccinated each year because 
the flu viruses change every 
year, Because of staggered ship- 
ping methods used by the man- 
ufacturer, health department 
clinics have run out of vaccine 
numerous times. We anticipate 
a total of 16,870 doses to be 
delivered to county health clin- 
ics statewide this week. Late in 
November we anticipate receiv- 
ing additional flu vaccine which 
will probably be administered 
in clinics in December. The 
month of December is not too 
late to be vaccinated to be pro-
